was tender from an old war wound. 
He feelingly jumped around, 
swore fr ig h tfu lly , and said, ‘Boy, you will never learn to milk,’ 
and he was fight. 
“I was located in Steele county a few years ago and there 
every Jew miles is a creamery and thirty-five years ago Steels 
county roads were the best in the State so it was safe to assume 
that good roads and creameries go hand in hand. 
“Here in Crow Wing county we have gone them one better. 
We have the unique distinction, brought about by the county com­ 
missioners, of having a system of connectfhg roads known as the 
White Line System which connect up the various townships giving 
them all access to the State and Trunk Highways. 
The markings 
for these roads consist of a black board 18 inches square with a 2 
inch white strip near the upper edge with the number of the road 
beneath. 
These are the real milk and cream routes, the white 
strip denoting milk. 
“Since the good road-building program in Crow Wing county 
went into effect some ten years ago, new creameries have sprung 
up, so that now by the use of truck and car not only are milk and 
cream being hauled to the creameries in Crow Wing county by 
Crow Wing county farmers but by farmers from adjoining coun­ 
ties as well. Crosby and Pequot creameries aye notable examples. 
Jryboth of these the output has more than doubled during the 
past season. 
“The cow was the first road engineer and pioneer in city 
planning. 
You have but to look at the streets of Boston in the 
oast, St. Paul in the west, the trails through the Bad Lands of 
Dakota, to prove this statement. So we with our revised road sys­ 
tem are but paying back in the building of creameries and con­ 
necting them up with good roads. 
It is no uncommon sight these
